Rockefeller Institute Investigator Tell* 


Doctors at Atlantic City Convention 


of Experiments. 


Atlantic City, N. J., June 6. — The 
third day's session of the American 
Medical association was not a bit less 
Important than either of its predates 
sors, and really the advances which 
first were disclosed to the profession 
fieie marked another epoch in medi­ 
cine and surgery. 
Th* amazing report of Dr. Alexia 
Catel, who is iu charge of the research 
work at the Rockefeller institute, of 
New York, surpasses 
anything that 
has ever been done in the line of sur­ 
gery, and the possibilities ok his dis- 
covety are such that one might almost 
be led to believe 
that science had 
solved the problem of restoring life to 
the dead. 
Dr. Carrel told the surgical section 
assembled on the steel pier that any 
time they had occasion to use parts 
ut a human heart, nerves, blood ves­ 
sels, spleen, skin, aud even some of 
the smaller glands of the body, all 
they had to do was to order them 
front the institute anti they would be 
accommodated forthwith.

millions that John D. Rockefeller has 
endowed this institution, it has at last 
lie* ome jvossibie to make these p >r- 
tlons ot the human anatomy live after 
tliey have been taken I rom the b dy. 
I Jr. Carrel has worked along the lines 
laid 
down 
by 
Tuffiet. Magitot au l 
I.awenhaek, famous scientists of Eu­ 
rope, and he has discovered that he 
can make these tissues and parts ot 
the body live and grow for as long a- 
nine mon'h* alter the life of the bu 
man bod* from which they have been 
ak en lias fessed to exist. 
For six yearn these 
experiments

met hods of preserving life o. 
structures which have been taken Dom 
the body. I; is necessary to have as 
m snv of these as possible, Dr. Carrel 
explained, tor some tissues will grow 
better in one medium than they will In 
another. 
Th* fixed principle which this dis­ 
covery has established is a new one 
in science and practically revolution­ 
ises Die old theories of animal life. 
Dr Carrel has proved that It is pos­ 
sible to transplant after death the tis­ 
sues and organs which compose the 
boily hat has ceased to live into other 
identi* a1 organisms. In this transfer 
no death ol the tissues occurs, aud af­ 
ter they have been made a part of a 
new laxly they ne* ome a constituent 
pat of it and life continues as if k 
had been there from birth. 
The media which are used to pie 
serve these tissue* are isotonic sodium 
< hloride, chloride solution. Ixrcke’s so­ 
lution, Ringer s solution, defibrina'ed 
blood, serum, confined humid air aud

Many Years Ago They Were Operated 
Regularly Between Metropolis and 
Other Cltiec. 


In excavating underneath the form er 
Tallm an livery in New York recently 
workm en found a num ber of straps 
auch as were used In form er days on 
the stage coaches which plied between 
Albany to Buffalo. 
The straps 
are 
supposed to have 
been made at the Sherwood establish­ 
ment, which many years ago stood at 
the northeast corner of State and Dill 
streets. 
S. C. Tallman said he be­ 
lieved the straps to be at least 76 
years old, and to have lain where they 
were found probably for that length of 
tim e or longer. 
It was In 1809 that Isaac Sherwood 
of Skaneatles became a partner of 
Jason Barker of Utica in conducting 
the stage line which passed through- 
this county, carrying the United States 
mall. 
It la recorded that In 1816 a 
line of coaches, among the proprietors 
of which was the firm of Isaac Sher­ 
wood & Co. of Auburn, was operated 
between Canandaigua and Utica. 
These coaches passed over what was 
known aa the Seneca turnpike, con­ 
structed 
between 
the 
two 
points 
named. 
It was designed to build this 
road six rods wide, the middle 25 feet 
of It to be 
covered 
with gravel or 
broken stone to a depth of 16 Inches. 
The Seneca Turnpike company was 
authorized to erect a toll gate every 
ten miles and exact 1214 cents toll 
for two-horse team s and 26 cants for 
four horses. 
From Utica east a tri-weekly stage 
line was operated to Albany, and this 
likewise was controlled by Sherwood 
St Co. and others. 
The corner of State and Dill streets 
was a great center for stage coac hes 
in the early days. Various other lines 
besides the turnpike stages converged 
in Auburn, there being stages to Ho­ 
mer, Ithaca, Oswego, Aurora and other 
places. 
It was in that day that the 
fight broke out between the Pioneer 
U se, as a new competing company 
was called, and the Sherwood com bina­ 
tion. 
The Pioneer IJne gained control of 
the principal 
hotel 
in the village, 
known as the W estern Exchange, boil­ 
ing thus to em barrass its rivals. 
But 
the Sherwood interests fitted up the 
Bank of Auburn, as It wa* known, for 
their headquarter* 
An Issue of this 
campaign was the question of running 
stage coaches on Sunday.

his father's door.

walked I n t o 
the house with the 
announcem ent th a t v i_ ?

he intended to be JUDO* JtFFktYS 
a 
judge. 
Young 
as 
ha 
was, 
the 
lad—George 
Jeffreys—was 
already 
accustomed to have his way. 
He 
bullied or cajoled 
his 
parents 
in­ 
to giving him a 
costly 
school 
ed­ 
ucation and a law course that they 
could 111 afford. 
Thus started a ca­ 
reer that was to cost England many 
hundred innocent lives. 
From the very first young Jeffreys 
was a man of mark. 
He was brilliant, 
strikingly handsome, and had an al­ 
most supernatural power of reading 
other m en's minds and purposes. 
He 
took scant pains to study and never 
had much real knowledge of law. But 
his 
cleverness 
supplied 
w hat 
his 
learning lacked. 
He took up crim inal practice and 
handled cases no decent lawyer would 
touch. 
He had a genius for m aking 
influential 
friends. 
Through 
these 
friends sud his own cunning he rose 
fast in bls profession 
At last he at­ 
tracted the notice of the easy-going, 
unscrupulous King Charles II. Charles 
despised Jeffrey* aa a man, but wa* 
not above using the young lawyer to 
do bls dirty work. 
A strong faction 
of the people were the king s polltlcsl 
opponents. 
Jeffreys publicly declared 
him self the people's friend— and se­ 
cretly worked for the king 
From 
both factions he received high re­ 
wards. 
By the tim e he was thirty be wa* 
a baronet and Chief Justice of Eng­ 
land 
Then he threw off all pretence 
of decency. 
Hi* drunkenness, his in­ 
sane tem per, hi* insolence made him 
generally loathed 
He could cry at 
will. 
Often in court he would brow­ 
beat witnesses with a volley of filthy, 
bitter, 
blasphemous 
sarcasm , 
m ake 
the jury trem ble by a maniac glare 
of hit black eyes, foam at the mouth 
with rage, then break into a spasm of 
loud laughter or into a flood of tears 
When Charles II, died without di­ 
rect heir the dead m onarch’* younger 
brother 
took 
the throne as Jam es 
IL Jeffreys bad already curried favor 
with Jam es and now- rose to higher 
power than ever. 
Jam es made him a 
baron and showered favor* on him. 
It was during this king'* reign. In 
1685. that Jeffreys enacted hi* vilest 
crime*. 
The Duke of Monmouth had 
laid claim to the English throne and 
had fooled thousands of simple mind­ 
ed farm ers and shop folk Into joining 
bls rebellion The uprising was crush­ 
ed. 
The duke was beheaded 
Hts 
captured followers were brought be­ 
fore Jeffreys for trial. 
Then came a 
horror still known as 
the 
"Bloody 
Assizes ” 
Jeffreys (first m aking 
his 
work 
easter by falsely hinting th at those 
who pleaded "guilty” would be aper- 
ed) condemned to death 320 men and 
boy*. 
(Some 
historians 
say 
700) 
These were hanged after a mere mock­ 
ery of a trial, during which Jeffreys 
alternately raved, cursed, drank, wept, 
howled with laughter and behaved la 
general like a madman. 
Even tb s 
hardest-hearted servants of the king 
were horrified by such slaughter—tha 
more so sinew many of tha condemned 
were innocent people who had taken 


DO part in the rebellion. Jeffrey* was 
ordered to be more lenient. 
So be 
sent 841 of the rem aining prlaoners 
to be sold into slavery in India and 
the 
Barbadoes 
and 
had 
the 
rest 
scourged or thrown into Jail. 
Throughout the trial he spared any 
one who could pay him a large enough 
bribe. 
But few of these country folk 
and tradesm en could raise such sum s 
as he demanded. For bls work at the 
“Bloody Assizes" Jeffreys was made 
Lord 
Chancellor 
of 
England. 
He 
boasted that as chief justice ha had 
hanged m ort men and women than 
all his predecessor* put together. 
Three year* later tha English peo­ 
ple grew tired of Jam es II and over­ 
threw him 
He fled Into exile. 
Jef­ 
freys, knowing how he himself was 
hated by the people, tried to get se­ 
cretly out of England. 
He shaved 
off his shaggy eyebrows, dressed as a 
sailor and boarded an outgoing ship. 
But on the eve of sailing 
he 
went 
ashore and got drunk in a w aterside 
tavern. 
A poor w riter whom he had 
once 
unjustly 
punished 
recognized 
bim. 
“It is the bloody Judge!" shouted 
the writer. 
The mob hurled them selves upon 
the disguised Jeffreys and were te a r­ 
ing him to pieces when the authorities 
rescued him. 
He was taken to the 
Tower of 
London 
and 
Imprisoned 
there, until at th* age of forty 
he 
drank himself to death. 
Though he 
had ten children his family soon died 
out, 
His own name, however, Is still 
remembered and cursed throughout 
England.

Annually Hundred* of Thousand* of 
Ton* of Sulphuric Acid Are Car­ 
ried Off by Streams. 


One of the most Interesting of the 
byproducts of the coal mine Is sul­ 
phuric acid. 
Coal veins contain sul­ 
phur. most commonly in chemical com­ 
bination with Iron. 
The poorer the 
coal the more sulphur Is there. 
Such 
compounds, becoming oxidized, form 
sulphuric acid, 
great 
quantities of 
which In a free state are continually 
draining from the mines into the rivers, j 
This sort of thing is going on at 
such a rate that the amount of sul­ 
phuric 
acid carried 
away 
by the 
streams of the coal region of penn­ 
sylvania In the course of a year has 
been 
estimated 
by 
the 
water 
re­ 
sources branch 
of the 
government 
geological survey at 970,000 tons—a 
quantity equal 
to 
more than two- 
thirds of the total sulphuric acid con­ 
sumed In a twelvemonth in the United 
States for industrial purposes. 
Sulphuric acid has many uses In the 
arts. 
Among other things, It Is em­ 
ployed to clean Iron before the latter 
is galvanised; likewise in the treat­ 
ment of sheet Iron for making tin­ 
ware, and the wire for fences and 
nails. 
For these and other purposes 
75,000 tons of It are consumed annual­ 
ly in and about the city of Pittsburg. 
Mark, then, the pity of the circum­ 
stances that, as determined by the 
government extorts, no less than 95,- 
000 tons of sulphuric acid flows in a 
year past the town of McKeesport, in 
the Youghlogheny 
river—that is to 
ray, 20,000 ton© more than la utilized 
industrially In Pittsburg and its vi­ 
cinity during the same period. 
To put the case otherwise, fully 
$1,200,000 worth of sulphuric acid, pro­ 
duced by nature, Is carried away every 
year by one stream In a neighborhood 
where the same stuff Is required for 
use by thousands of tons In factories. 
Here is a problem for the Industrial 
chemist to solve—the obvious difficul­ 
ty in the way being that the solution 
of acid Is so very dilute that attempts 
to concentrate It would be likely to' 
prove unprofitable. 
Incidentally, 
the 
acid 
robs 
the 
streams of all their oxygen, kills the 
fishes, and attacks structures of Iron. 
It literally eats up bridge piers, lock 
gates, etc., and af the present time Is 
making a lot of trouble In the govern­ 
ment canals along the headwaters of 
the Ohio.

Tbe suggestion Is that by means of 
applied electricity clouds approaching 
our ©oasts shall be dispersed and pre 
vented from crossing tbe country. 
In 
other words, the 
clouds 
would be 
broken and made to disgorge their 
moisture at sea. 
The electrical defense of our coasts, 
lf established, could be used at will, 
but the principal trouble would be the 
pleasing of everybody. 
Where one 
farmer, for example, would require 
rain,

weather. 
Undoubtedly lf weather control were 
required scientists would proceed with 
their invention; but at present there 
teems no possibility of the nation at 
large requiring weather to order, for 
what suits one man does not suit an­ 
other.
